Grav-Snyder executions has 
terrific effect as a deterrent, in 
the opinion of Dr: William A. White, 
famous psychiatrist and head of St. 
Klizabeth’s, the government hospital 
for the insane. 

“Many people are in the twilight 
zone between sanity: and insanity, and 
when they read descriptive accounts 
of murders and suicides it tends in| 
manv instances to activate them to) 
similar crimes.” he said: “The news- | 
papers cannot be held directly respon- 
sible. News must be distributed and 
there must be freedom of the press 
There are two distinct sides to the 
problem. 

“One is the reaction on such weak- 
minded persons and the subsequent 
disastrous resulis to society. Phe 
second is that only by such descrip- 
tive details of crimes and executions 
will the nation ultimately come to 
realize that capital punishment must 
be abolished and that there must be 
a change in the method of handling 
such crimes. 

“I wish to reiterate, however, that 
there is no doubt in my mind that. 
when a series of brutal murders oc- | 
cur and the vivid accounts of them | 
are broadcast that it is not only} 
probable, but possible, that more such | 
crimes will follow because of the ef- | 
fect on weak minds. * |
